Weidenhammer Endorses 
Some of the Govt’s Pro- 
posed Legislation 


In speaking in the debate on the 
address in the legislative assembly 
yesterday afternoon, Dr. W. A, Camp- 
bell, member for Ponoka, dwelt upon 
the effect of the government policy 
in Increasing the railway mileage of 
the province, He polnted out that in 
1905 the mileage was but 1060 and 
that in the present year {t was 4570. 
The development, he said, began with 
the assistance given by the Liberal 
government at Ottawa in 1906 to the 
C.N. R. and the G. T. P. and received 
edditional fillip from the guarantees 
siven by the provincial government, 
hot less than 1750 miles being buiit 
under provincial guarantees, Dr. G. 
D. Stanley, High River, who was the 
principal speaker on the opposition 
side, criticized the guarantees because 
they were excessive and declared that 
the lines had not been built under 
contract. 

The debate was resumed by Cc. 
Weidenhammer, Stony Plain, who had 
not concluded when the House rose 
on Wednesday evening. He advocated 
civil service and said that if it were 
n operation neither Conservative nor 
Liberal would be troubled with party 
suckers looking for a honey bed. He 
#pproved of the proposed legislation 
for hospitals and agricultural credits 
end said that if conditions were met 
the proposals would be of benefit to 
the country, 

Dr. Campbell. 

Dr. Campbell said that in the 
speech from the throne was forecast- 
ed probably as good a budget of leg- 
islation as had ever been presented 
to the House, It would meet the needs 
of the farming community and. legis- 
lation that was for the advantage of 
the agricultural industry was for the 
benefit of the province as a whole. 
No matter what the opposition, pro- 
ceeded the eine? for Ponoka, said 
about the natural resources’ they 
could not get away from the fact that 
Sir Robert Borden had not fulfilled 
the promises he had made in 1911 
when he stated that he would not bo 
twenty-four hours in office before he 
would hand over the natural resources 
to the province. He did not konw the 
reason why that promise had not 
been kept. Perhaps some politicians 
of the Bob Rogers type had some- 
thing to do with it or perhaps the 
deputation that went from the Con- 

rvatives of Alberta, 

Mr, Weidenhammer said he did not 
remember the question being referred 
to then. 

Natural Resources, 


Remarking that it seemed to him 
to have been nothing more than an 
election bribe, Dr. Campbell men- 
tioned that the question of the natur- 
al resources was raised in the House 
by the late Bramley Moore in 1910 
when the Liberal party was in power 
so that the Liberals of Alberta could 
uot be accused of bringing it up for 
election purposes, which was the de- 
clared object of the leader of the 
opposition. The Dominion govern- 
ment placed the homesteaders on the 
land but the provincial government 
had to spend $8,000,000 a year in the 
building of roads and bridges while 
Ottawa received the money derived 
from their mines, forests and fisher- 
jes, Probobly, said he, some of this 
money had gone in the purchase of 
epavined horses, or in buying the de- 
fective Ross rifles with which the 
Canadian boys who went overseas 
were armed. 

Railway Milcage. 

Referring to railway construction 
in Alberta, he mentioned that up to 
1905 when the only railway in the 
country was the C.P.R., they had but 
a mileage of 1060 and he said that 
the policy of that company was that 
the people must come to the railway, 
not the railway to the settlers. la 
1906 the C.N.R. made its appearance, 
and 1908 the G,T.P., both receiving 
assistance from the Liberal govern- 
ment at Ottawa. In 1909 began the 
system of guarantees which had al- 
ways been opposed by the Conserva- 
tives ,and as a result of the policy 
of the Liberal government of the 
province the mileage had been in- 
creased to 4570 in 1917, an increase 
of 3065 during the period, The mile- 
age built on guarantee was 1760, He 
called attention to a statement of an 
official of the C.P.R. that in conse- 
quence of the progressive policy of 
the government of Alberta, they would 
have to continue buildfig branch 
lines year after year, so that the 
people were benefitting directly and 
indirectly. Alluding to the MeAr 
thur lines, Dr. Campbell hoped that 
the time was not far distant when 
Mr. MeArthur would be able to pro- 
vide railways for districts that had 
been deprived by the iniquitous bar- 
gain the Dominion government made 
with the C.N.R, in 1914 and 13915 
when they got the 60 million dollar 


loans, 
Would Heip All Districts. 

Dr, CampbeN said that the hospitals 
proposed would not only help the 
older districts but also the sparsely 
settied districts, Even if at all times 
medical attendance could not be se 
cured, there would be the help ob- 
tainable from properly qualified 
nurses, He hoped something would

noon by George P. Smith, M.L.A., for 
Camrose, that the newly-appointed 
police commission of the province 
would administer the liquor act ac- 
cording to instructions from the gov- 


ernment, and he, therefore, thought 
it Was unnecessary on the parc of 
the convention to endorse a resolu- 


lion calling on the government for the 
placing of the act in the hands of an 
independent commission for enforce- 
ment, 

However, the convention adopted a 
resolution to this effect and also gave 
sanction to a number of other mem- 
orials of strong local and national 
import. Both Mr. Smith and Deputy 
Attorney-general Browning cautioned 
against any hasty applications for 
amendments to the liquor act holding 
forth the view that the measure was 
the one ratified by the people and 
therefore any radical changes should 
have the endorsation of the electors. 
The convention unhesitatingly went 
on record as being in favor of hav- 
‘mg the act amended to provide that 
nhot more than one quart of spirits 
nud not more than two gallons of 
snalted liquor should be in the pos- 
session of any person at any one time, 

“That Was undoubtedly the inter- 
pretation of the act by almost every- 
dody when it s before the people 
and ratified,” said A. W. Coone, in 
voicing the sentiments of the major- 
ity of the delegates, “and we don’t 
ask anything more than the act should 


vronitit as it was intended by the 
people to prohibit.” 

Besides the excellent address of 
George P,. Smith, M.L.A., the con- 


vention listened to a discussion of the 
Doherty Act and _— inter-provincial 
trade in liquor, by A. F. Ewing, K.C., 
and an address on Civil Service Re- 
form by George B. O'Connor, K.C, 
( Change Name, of. Organization. 
One of the important changes 
made in the constitution was that of 
changing the name of the organiza- 
tion from the Alberta Temperance 
and Moral Reform League to the 
Social Service League, there being no 
change, however, in the policy of the 
organization in any line. This action 
Was taken after some discussion and 
disagreement by a majority of 68 to 
27 votes. 
Officers Elected, 
President J. A, Virtue, of MeLeod, 
Wis unanimously re-elected to the 
position, only one other nomination 
being made, that of Rev, H. R. Me- 
Gill, of Edmonton South who, how- 
ever, declined to stand.

ment and dismissal of all officials 
under them. 
That it should be compulsory for 


all express and railway companies to 
keep a strict record of all liquors 
shipped into the province; and that 
separate record should be kept of the 
names of the consignors, the consignee 
and the quantity; such records to be 
open for public inspection, ang fur- 
ther that all parties receiving parcels 
of liquors from express or railway 
companies should be identified to the 
party delivering same. 

That Clause 55 of the liquor act be 
so amended as to make it clear that 
it is an offence for any individual to 
have in his possession more than one 


quart of spirituous liquors or two 
gallons of malt liquor, 
That in the opinion of this con- 


vention the penalties imposed for in-

Ratepayers in Mass Meeting Declare it Would be Act of Injustice— 
Say Utilities Were Promised—Mayor Henry Asked 
to Appear and Make Explanation 


The ratepayers of the King Edward 
Park district are up in arms against 
the proposal to set off the outiying

They also complain that the bur- 
den of taxation is becoming unen-

city council to do something in the 
way of giving them relief. 

Discuss Questions. 

A public meeting was held to dis- 
Cuss these matters Wednesday night, 
in the King Edward Park school, on 
Sist street. C. W. Sandles was called 
to the chair and G. Dawe was made 
secretary. The meeting was called at 
the instance of Rice Sheppard and 
Others and Mr, Sheppard, Peing call- 
ed on by the chairman, said that he 
Was one of the special committee 
which had been appointed recently 
by Mayor Henry to investigate and 
report on matters regarding taxation, 
as it specifically affected the outly- 
ing portions of the city. He declared 
that, owing to what he called the 
present unbearable condition of af- 
fairs many well-known and highly re- 
spected residents of this and other 
parts of the city were being hit very 
hard and that some of them were 
being ruined financially, Mr, Shep- 
pard suggested that the ratepayers 
should seriously consider the esitua- 
Uon, face conditions as they were and 
endeavor to find a remedy, 

Other Speakers, 

The meeting was then thrown open 
for discussion and remarks were 
made by Travis Barker, J. Inkater, 1.

Playing Schedule For Year is Adopted at Scheduled Meeting—En- 
‘ore Action of National League Giving Baseball Players 
an Opportunity to Become Civilian Soldiers if 
States Enters War 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

New York, Feb. 15.—Relations with 
the Baseball Players’ Fraternity were 
severed by the American League at its 
scheduled meeting here to-day, when 
similar action taken by the National 
lLengue was endorsed, 

The playing schedule for the com- 
ing season was adopted, the action of 
the National Commission in reference 
to the requests of the National Asso- 
ciation of Minor Leagues was ap- 
proved, and while the playing rules 
were discussed, no changes were re- 
commended, 

Mndorsing the assertion that base- 
ball should do its part in a movement 
looking toward the country's protec- 
tion, the league passed a resolution 
suggesting that baseball players of 
the American League be given an op- 
portunity to become civilian soldiers. 
The proposals were that each spring 
at training camp one hour a day be 
devoted to military instruction; that 
© military training camp be estab- 
lished at the close of the world’s ser- 
les, and that President Johnson be 
empowered to consult with Major- 
General Leonard Wood concerning the 
details of this project. 

President Johnson was instructed 
to prepare a memorial on the death 
of the late Timothy H. Murnane, of 
Boston. The president was directed 
to contribute liberally toward a fund 


for the erection of a monument in 
Boston to perpetuate the memory of 
Mr. Murnane. 


At a meeting of the National Com- 
mission also held here to-day, the ac- 
tion taken by the National and Am- 
erican Leagues abrogating the “Cin- 
cinnati Agreement” with the Players’ 
Federation was approved. Several re- 
quests made by the National Associa- 
tion of Minor Baseball Leagues were 
granted by the Commission, but the 
principal one, which was to eliminate 
the draft from Class “AA” and “A” 
clubs, was denied. 

Three pitchers signed contracts for 
1917 to-day. They were Bob Shawkey, 
with the New York Americans! Harry 
Harper, with the Washington Club, 
and Dick Rudolph, with the Boston 
Nationals 

Joe Tinker, of the Columbus, Ohio, 
American Association Club, purchased 
Outfielder Wade Killifer 
ville, and Pitcher Bob Harmon from 
Pittsbure. 

The International League will hold 


its annual schedule meeting at New- 
ark, N.J., to-morrow. 
When asked tonight as to what 


action would be taken by the minor

revisions, President Edward G. Bar-
